Russians Make Indirect Bid 


To Barter With Powers 


Far Scarce Articles

R R R LIN , Ju ly 2— Russia* starva­ 
tion blockade of Berlin became a 
two-edged sword today, with th# 
Soviets 
feeling Its 
effects 
more 
than the western powers against 
whom it was directed. 
The combined air might of th# 
United States and Britain raised 
the greatest peacetime air opera­ 
tion of history to a level such that 
more food is being flown in each 
day than the 2.500,000 persons in 
the western sectors of the German 
capital consume. 
Simultaneously, 
signs 
appeared 
that the blockade weapon has turn­ 
ed back upon the Russians, caus­ 
ing them shortages of flour, peni­ 
cillin. insulin and streptomycin. 
The apparent Soviet shortages, 
revealed by indirect efforts of Rus­ 
sia to barter with the western pow­ 
ers. gave weight to persistent re­ 
ports that the Soviet authorities 
soon will ease or end the surface 
blockade. 
Planes Shuttl# Contlnously 
In nearperfect weather. Ameri­ 
can and British transport planes— 
mostly 
American C-54’s, shuttled 
con ti nu chi# ly 
from

top level and drop their cargo## 
at designated points. 
Coal. fuel and gasoline may take 
priority over food in th# supply 
effort after mid-July, it waa said. 
"W e are concentrating now on 
dehydrated 
and 
compact 
foods," 
Col Frank Howley, IT. S. command­ 
ant In Berlin, said. "W e have had t* 
eliminate such hulky foods es po­ 
tatoes. hut we are bringing in at 
least an equal amount of coneen- 
teated foodstuffs.’ 
The 
western 
sector* of Berlin 
have a 28-day supply of coal on 
hand for public utUltle* and a six- 
week supply for bakeries, hospitals 
and food-processtng plants. 
But the Soviet sector la feeling 
the pinch of a coal shortage. Hard 
coal for gas and steel production 
normally has come to the Russian* 
from the Ruhr. This was cut off by 
Russian

And the poorer-quality coal from 
Silesia and eiaewhere in Russian- 
occupied territory does not meet 
the need. 
American and British authorities 
said that if th# Russians wanted to 
dicker for scarce items, they will 
have to make a direct approach.
